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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-15 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. More particularly, applicants' specification does not provide support for 
the newly added number average MW range of 120,000 to 425,000 g/mol (is g/mol 
proper or should the units of measurement be cancelled?) of the polyisobutylene 
elastomers. Note that the only place in the specification which could possibly provide 
support for this range is the Table on page 1 1 of the specification, (Response, page 5, 
3 rd paragraph), which however does not provide proper support in the manner which 
applicants remarks would tend one to believe. That is, Oppanol B 50 (number average 
MW 120,000) is used only in two "Counter-Examples", i.e. Comparative Examples, 
neither of which produces desirable results. Oppanol B 1 50 (number average MW 
425,000) does, however, produce suitable results when used individually. Note also 
that when both ingredients are mixed together and used (Example 12) the resulting 
adhesive system fails to produce the desired results. Thus, only one of the range 
endpoints has proper support and accordingly the newly presented range must fail. 

3. The Examiner has withdrawn the prior art anticipation and/or obviousness 
rejections of record based upon JP '195, with the further observation that dependent 
claims 17 and 19 are also not rejected under the prior art combination of JP '195 taken 
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in view of EP '053. However, several prior art related issues still remain and may 
become relevant should the independent claim be amended such as by removing the 
MW range; also a possible election of elastomer species may become an issue. Note, 
first, that (as also commented on in the earlier Advisory Action) applicants Hawley 
Dictionary citation has not removed the possibility that liquid polyisobutylene may be a 
suitable elastomer, with the fact that even though it is a liquid under certain conditions it 
may still meet the requirements (e.g. stretchability, etc.) of being an elastomer until 
proven otherwise-these "liquids" are not believed to behave like, e.g. water, as 
applicants comments would tend to imply. Additionally, as regards the recitations of 
both number average MW and Flory Viscosity MW's it is unclear as to what the 
relationship is between these two parameters, and if such parameters) remain in the 
claims applicants should present the relationship between the two. Finally, as to 
applicants' remarks (response, page 6, lines 4-5) that JP '195 teaches away from the 
use of MW's over 100,000 it is respectfully noted that so do the aforementioned Tables 
in the specification on pages 1 1 and 14.
